aminations. Some families will 


= voluntarily pay for this work, 


because they have no desire to 
get something for nothing, but 
the great majority will pay noth- 
ing. 

Of course, you have all heard 
that a county medical society is 
a “Medical Trust.” Well, they do 
& great deal of “trusting.” The 
routine examination is to inspect 
the teeth, tonsils, nose, and gen- 
eral nutrition of the child and 
notify the family, as well as the 
school board of any defects. 

No one has any power to en- 
force their recommendations, ex- 
cept the child’s parents. If the 
ehild is poorly nourished, the 
school may provide milk and 
Junch for him, while in school. 
Among the things which should 
be done, but are sometimes over- 
Jooked, are the tuberculin tests 
for possible tuberculosis, the 
Schick test for diphtheria and 
the Dick test for susceptibility to 
scarlet fever. They should add 
also smallpox vaccination.

"THESE are all important, and I 

have described them in for- 
mer articles. The tuberculin test 
for tuberculosis is practically 
painless and harmless, can be 
done in a few minutes, and shows 
whether or not’ living tubercle 


- pacilli are present any place in 


the system. . 

Tuberculosis has long been one 
of our greatest scourges and is 
8S. pitiable because it so often 
takes off the most promising be- 
tween the ages of twenty and 
thirty. It has also been abun- 
dantly proven that most tuber- 
culosis has its beginning in early 
childhood and that is the time 
to discover it and prevent future 
development. 

We usually do not pay much 
attention to the small enlarged 
glands that appear on @ child’s 
neck. The older physicians called 
this scrofula, which means tuber- 
culosis of the glands. These 
glands may not be appreciably 
enlarged, but deeper glands may 
be. Most of these glands are def- 
initely tubercular. 

The tuberculin skin test will 
disclose the presence of tuber- 
cules in the body. A perfectly 
healthy appearing child of good 
weight, good spirits, good appe- 
tite, and good sleep may be har- 
boring some of these bacilli, 
which will be disclosed by the 
test. If.the skin test is positive, 
then an.X-ray of the chest will 
show if any glands in the chest 
are enlarged and calcified. t 

* 


HE natural resistance of the 

human being to the inroads 
of tuberculosis is very great. 
These local infections, if guard- 
ed, usually get well with no 
symptoms of active disease. About 
thirty per cent of the children 
examined will show some tuber- 
cular glands in the lungs. 

Some develop further trouble, 
but more will progress in later 
life if care is not taken. These 
first manifestations only prepare 
the ground for future infections 
and leave the system in a poorer 
condition to resist the disease. 

In the last few years we have 
given the name to this condition, 
as the Childhood Type of Tuber- 
culosis. This type does not al- 
ways occur in childhood, but it 
usually precedes the development 
of adult tuberculosis. The child, 
if properly nourished, usually 
throws off this first glandular 
disease, but when a second in- 
vasion of the bacilli occurs the 
ground is well laid for genuine 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 

When this childhood type is 
uiscovered, it only means that 
someone is infecting the atmo- 
sphere this child is hreathing, 
and careful search should be 
made for the carrier. This child 
should be protected from such 
diseases as whooping cough, 
measles, scarlet fever, influenza, 
and general colds. If they con- 
tract any of these diseases, they 
should receive unusual care

LUSTER RINSE 
ON HAIR TAKES 
B PLAGE OF DYE 


2 By JACQUELINE HUNT 
OMEN who do not care to go 
to the trouble and expense of 
having their hair dyed may find 
the use of a brightening rinse a 
temporary solution to their prob- 
lems. There are several kinds of 
these brightening preparations. 

Begin with a thorough sham- 
poo, preferably an oil shampoo 
that will recondition dull, lifeless 
hair and thoroughly cleanse and 
stimulate the scalp. Use liquid 
castile soap or a coconut oil 
shampoo and wash your hair 
thoroughly, using several appli- 
cations of the shampoo prepara- 
tion. Rinse four or five times 
until every trace of soap is gone. 

Now dissolve a package of hair 
tint that most nearly matches 
the natural color of your hair 
(there are fourteen shades) in 
one pint of warm water. One 
package of the brightening prep- 
aration will suffice for the aver- 
age head of 
hair. If your 
hair is very 
thick or if 
you want to 
give your 
hair a slight- 
ly deeper 
shade then 
add more of 
the powder. 

Bend over 
your wash 
basin and 
pour the 
liquid over 
your hair, re- 
peating until 
the rinse solution has lost all of 
its color. Give your hair a final 
rinse with lukewarm water. You 
will find that your hair has a 
beautiful luster and that the gray 
hairs are nearly invisible. 

If you want your hair to ap- 
pear darker, then dry it before 
rinsing it with the special prepa- 
ration. Let it remain on the hair 
for five minutes before rinsing! 
off the excess color with the 
lukewarm water, 


There are special rinses that 
will remove the streaks from 
white hair and will give it a 
lovely sheen. 

After using the special rinse, 
dry the hair thoroughly and 
then brush vigorously to bring 
out all of the highlights and life. 
Use a small amount of brillian- 
tine applied with an atomizer 
and combed ‘through your hair 
to encourage the wave and to 
keep the color right and lustrous 
until your next shampoo. 


You can make a specially good 
shampoo preparation to be used 
before the color rinse. Shave a 
cake of castile soap, add a pint 
of cold water and set over low 
heat until the soap is melted. 
Strain and store in an airtight 
jar until you are ready to use 
for a shampoo. 

Now pour the amount of soap 
jelly that you will need into a 
dish. Into another dish break 
a fresh egg, beat until light and 
add two ounces bay rum, one 
tablespoon rubbing alcohol, and 
one-eighth of a teaspoon pow- 
dered borax. Beat until thor- 
oughly mixed and then beat into 
the soap jelly that you expect to 
use at once. 

Use three applications of the 
shampoo, then rinse and re-rinse 
your hair until thoroughly clean. 
You will find your hair so soft 
and silky that it will take the 
coloring from the special prepa- 
rations readily.

F YOU have a large family of 

huskies to feed on a limited 
food budget, you know how nec- 
essary a part meat plays in your 
menu planning. Yet you are apt 
to feel that you cannot afford to 
serve it every day. It is true that 
your dollar will not buy much 
steak, but it will buy a lot of the 
less choice cuts. And for the 
health and satisfaction of your 
family, meat should be served 
once daily. 

Skillful seasoning and slow 
cooking convert the cheaper cuts 
of meat into nourishing and 
tecty dishes. You will do well to 
study the recipes of homemakers 
of other lands, where meat is 
scarce and every scrap of it is 
made to give its delicious flavor 
to nourishug combinations. 

Hungarian Veal Roast 

Get a four pound piece of 
breast of veal. Have it boned and 
a pocket cut for stuffing. Wipe 
well. To make the stuffing cook 
one sliced omon in one-fourth 
cup fat for five minutes. Add one 
tablespoon paprika, a bit of sage 
or thyme, a tablespoon chopped 
parsley and four cuns soft bread 
crumbs. Fill the pocket and skew- 
er the opening. Rub well with 
sali, pepper and fat. Sprinkle 
with a little flour and lay strips 
of bacon across the top. Make a 
stock fiom the ones and trim- 
mings of the vea! and cook with 
a bay leaf, a sliced onion, celery 
tops, a sprig of parslev, a few 
peppercurn and some salt. Strain. 
Use cne cup of the stock in the 
bottom of the roasting pan and 
baste the roast frequently as it 
cooks in a hot oven. When half 
done add one-half cup sliced 
carrots and one-half cup sliced 
onions. Continue cooking until 
the mext is tender. Make a gravy 
from the drippings in the pan 
and additional stock. Serve with 
boiled potatoes. 

Beef Kidneys with Wine Sauce 

This cconomical dish has an 
Italian flavor. Soak two beef kid- 
neys in cold water with four slices 
of lemon for one hour. Saute 
one-half cup minced onions and 
a small carrot in two tablespoons 
shortening.
